SUB J : PRIME MINISTER S VIEWS ON SOUTH AFRICA 

1. PRIME MINISTER JONATHAN, IN CONVERSATION WITH AMBASSADOR 
OCT 9, EXPRESSED THE VIEW THAT SOUTH AFRICA WAS VERY MUCH 
CONCERNED ABOUT DEVELOPMENTS IN MOZAMBIQUE AND RECENT 
STUDENT DISTURBANCE NATAL. HE SAID THAT THE RSA ALSO WORRIED 
ABOUT THE DRIFT OF BOTSWANA, LESOTHO. AND SWAZILAND AWAY 
FROM SOUTH AFRICA. HE UNDERSTOOD THAT SOUTH AFRICA VOICED 
SOME CONCERN ABOUT THE RECENT VISIT OF FONMIN KOTSOKOANE 
AND COMMERCE MINISTER MOITSE TO MOZAMBIQUE FOR CONSULTATIONS 
ON CONCERTED ACTION CONCERNING WAGES AND CONDITIONS OF WORK 
MIGRANT WORKERS IN SOUTH AFRICA. 

2. PM TOLD THE AMBASSADOR LESOTHO INTENDED TO WORK WITH 
MOZAMBIQUE ON REGIONAL ECONOMIC. CULTURAL, AND OTHER PRO- 
JECTS. HE SAID SUCH COOPERATION WAS UNDER STUDY BY THE GOL 

AND THEY EXPECTED TO MOVE FORWARD NEXT YEAR WHEN MOZAMBIQUE 
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
